But Mr. Herne miſtaking the true Author 
of this Bull, which bears Date in the firſt

teconcile it to the ſubſequent Foundation 1298. 
of the Monaſtery near ten Vears after; and 
therefore let it paſs without any Obſeryati- 
ons, or one Word about Biſhop Michael; 
and from him Mr. Newcourt, in his Reper- 
torium, Mr. Stevens in his Continuation 
of the Monaſticon, and others ſeem led 
into the ſame Miſtake about the Author of 
the Bull. Whereas Baronius in his Annals, 
and all other Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtorians agree 
that Pope Urban the 5th was elected Ind 
crowned Pope at Avignon, and until the 
fifth Year of his Pontificate came not to 
Rome, from whence this Bull is dated in 
the firſt Year of the Pontificate of whatſo- 
ever Pope Urban he was, that wrote it ; 
but it could not be Pope Urban the 5th. 
Urban the 6th was made Pope at Rome in Ton ;; 
1378, and his Letter to the Univerſity of P.. 
Paris, giving an Account of his Election, 
bears Date from the very ſame Place at 
Nome, as this Bull, Rome apud Sanftam j,,, Pal.

Mother of God, a double Monaſtrey of the 
Order of Carthyſians near Smithfield in 

Middleſex.

Jois, laid Siege to Aieuillon, a ſtrong Caſtle 
ſcituate between two Rivers, the Garonne 


and the Lot in Guienne, with an Army of 


100,000 Men; and finding a much greater 


Reſiſtence than he expected, raſhly ſwore 


he would not {ſtir thence till he had taken 


the Place; But Sir Walter de Manny was 


there, and took care that the Duke of 
Normandy ſhould have time to repent of 


his 
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his Vow, and found him Employment ſo 
long before the Caſtle, that King Edward 
came over from England, and his Son the 
young Prince of Wales the Famous Black 
Prince, under his Father's Auſpices won 
the great Battle of Creſſy, and the Army 
of England fate down before Calais in the 
mean Time, and then at length the Duke 
of Normandy a moſt Religious Obſerver of 
his Word, and afteryieds when King of 
France A r of that worthy Sentence, 
that z7pough Faith and Truth were baniſhed 
from the reſt of the World, they ought to 
ve preſerved in the Mouth of Kings, ſent 
to the Pope for a Diſpenſation from his 
Oath, and that obtained with a good Con- 
icience according to the Religion of thoſe 
Times, but not without great Loſs of Ho- 
nour raiſed the Siege of Aiguillon, and march- 
cd to the Aſſiſtance of his Father King Philip.

with his Men at Arms, and making a great 
Slaughter took many Priſoners, from whom 
he firſt learned the News of the Battle of 
Creſſy, and the Siege of Calais. And Sir 
Malters Heart burning within him to be 
with his Royal Maſter in this time of Acti-

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on, he demanded of one of his Priſoners a 
Knight, a great Favourite and near Relati- 


on of the Duke of Normandy, what he 


would pay for his Ranſome, and on the 
Knight's offering him 3000 Crowns, Sir 


Malter replied he knew well, that he could 


afford to pay him 10000 Crowns, but that 
he would immediately give him his Liber- 
ty on this ſingle Condition, that he would 


go directly to the Duke of Normandy, and 


procure a ſafe Conduct for Sir Walter, and 


twenty Men at Arms to King Edward 
at the Siege of Calais, which the Knight 
gladly undertaking, rode away to the Duke 
of Normandy, and ſoon after brought Sir 
Walter the ſafe Conduct deſired. 

Then did this brave Engliſh Knight with 


tis twenty Men at Arms ride with his Banner 
 diſplay'd through the Heart of France as 
far as Orleans, "but was ſtopt there by order | 


of King Philip, and brought to Paris 


and caſt into the Priſon of the Chateler ; 


and the Duke of Normandy inſiſting on the 


ſafe Conduct he had granted to Sir Malter, 


and the King Demurring to let looſe ſo 


dangerous an Enemy, the Duke of Nor- 


mandy plainly told his Father, this Breach 


Diſhonour, and that if his Majeſty would

Benefit of it, he himſelf would never bear

Walter would accept only on this Condi- 


tion, if it ſhould be with the good liking of

land, expreſly renouncing the Pope. But 


after a Month's Impriſonment they compli- 
ed, and both with ſome others of the

and gave an authentick Certificate thereof 


under their Hands the lame Day, vis. the

Parliament apainſ the Pope, this Convent 
was again required to renounce him by 
Oath, to acknowledge the King Supreme 
 Hedd in the Erthe of the Church of Eng-

Part of the Monks again complied on the 


18th of May 1539, but ten, nine of whom 
had ſworn and ſubſcribed in 1535, abſo- 


lutely refuſed now, and were committed

But this Grant of Charter-houſe had 
like to have coſt Sir Edward North very

Dudley Lord North a Deſcendant from 


him, relates to Charter-houſe, as I am in- 


clined to think it doth, and which his 
Lordſhip tells us came to him from a Gentle- 


man then Attendant on Sir Edward, who 


cas an Eye and Ear-witneſs of the whole 
Affair. 
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8 © Once early in the Morning there P.. 
came from the King to Charter-houſe, 
i then the Manſion Houſe of Sir Edward 
North, a Meſſenger known to be no 
Friend of his, to command his immedi- : 
ate repair to Court, which Meſſage was 
alſo delivered with ſome harſhneſs. This 
was ſo terrible in the Suddenneſs and 
other Circumſtances, as he obſerved his 
Maſter to tremble at the Delivery of it, 
who yet finding it dangerous to uſe the 
leaſt Delay haſted thither, and was ad- 
mitted ſpeedily to the King's Preſence 
with this his Servant attendant on him. 
The King was then walking, and conti— 
nued doing ſo with great Earneſtneſs, and 
every now and then caſt an angry Eye 
upon him, which was received with a 
very ſtil] and ſober Carriage; at laſt the 
King broke out into theſe Words, Ve 
are informed, that you have cheated ns 
of certain Lands in Middleſex, where- 
unto having received none other than a 
plain and humble Negation, after ſome 
little time he replied, How was it then, 
did we give thoſe Lands to ou? Where- 
unto Sir Edward anſwered, Zes, Sir, 
your Majeſty was pleaſed ſo to do. Where- 
* upon having pauſed a little, the King

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put on a Milder Countenance, and calling 
* him to a Cupboard conferred privately 
with him a long Time; whereby faid 
this Servant, I ſaw the King could not ſpare 
* my Maſter's Service as yet. But whether 
< or no the Cauſe lay in the King's occa- 
* ſions, or in the Other's humble Behaviour 


and Anſwers, it muſt be left to Judg- 


© ment, for as Solomon faith, 4 ſof? An- 
Heuer turneth away Wrath.” 5 
Thus far Lord North and I am temp- 


ted to obſerve that Solomon alſo faith, The 


King's Wrath is as the Roaring of a Lion, 


and as the Meſſengers of Death; which 
was moſt certainly true of King Henry the 


Eighth, his Wrath was moſt terrible, and 


made the ſtouteſt Hearts to tremble, and 


Sir Edward North was a very Fortunate, 
as well as a very Wiſe Man thus to pacify 


This Dextrous Courtier was the Son of 
1 Mercer in London, and bred to the Pro- 
feſſion of the Law, and became Clerk of 
the Parliament, and one of King Henry 
the Eighth's Serjeants at Law; and for his 
good Services was made firſt Treaſurer, and 
afterwards Chancellor of the Court Aug-

dom, during the Minority of King Edward

Baut the Earl of Hertford, the young 
King's Uncle overpowering all the Reſt, 
woas made Lord Protector, and Sir Edward 
North, who was not of his Party, was for- 
ced to give way, and even to part with his 
Poſt of Chancellor of the Court of Aug- 


mentations, but upon good Terms, to a 


Friend and Favourite of the Lord Protector. 
Sir Edward thence-forward paid his 
Court to the Princeſs Mary, more eſpe- 
cially towards decline of her Brother's Life, 


and tho' over-awed by the Duke of Nor- 


thumberland to join with the Reſt of the 
Privy Council to the Acknowledgement of 


Queen Fane, as ſoon as freed from that 


Awe was one of the Firſt to declare for 


Queen Mary, and was continued a Privy 


Councelor, and made a Baron by her in 


in the firſt Vear of her Reign. 


On the Acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth 
to the Throne ſhe did Lord North the 
Honor to reſide for ſome Days at Char- 
ter-houſe, but this ſeems rather to have been 


done out of Regard to the Largeneſs of 


Charter- houſe, and the Conveniency of its 
ſituation, than out of Reſpect to Lord North; 
or he was s diſmiſſed from the Privy Coun- 


cel, 
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cel, and very prudently retired to mind his 
own private Affairs; and died the 31ſt of 


December 1 564. 


His Son . Roger Lord 1 ſold Char- 
ter-houſe to the Duke of Norfolk for 2 500. 
on the 31ſt Day of May following, except 


that Part on the Eaſt Side of the Chapel, 


which was then the Manſion houſe of Lord 
North, and is now Rut land- Court, and LY 


the Houſes adjoining on to Goſwell-Street.

The Duke of Norfolk made Charter- 
houſe his Place of Reſidence in Town, till 
committed to the Tower in 1569, for his 
projected Marriage with Mary Queen of 
Scots.

under the gentle Confinement of Sir Hen- 


ry Newt.

cond Son, but Eldeſt by his ſecond Duch- 
eſs Margaret Daughter of Lord: Audley. 
King James on his Succeſlion. to the 
Throne of England was pleasd. to fhew a 
very remarkable Regard to. the Family of 
the Howards, as having been Sufferers for 
his Mother the Queen of Scots: And out 
of an eſpecial Reſpe& to Lord Thomas Sts | 


Howard, (and at the ſame Time to imitate _—_— 


the Steps of Queen Eligabeth) when the Lord

The laſt written Monk Map Chaun- 
cie, or Channey, for ſo he wrote his Name, 


is very highly celebrated by Mr. Anthony a 
Mood, in his Athenæ Oxon. but he is very 


much miſtaken in this Paragraph concern- 


ing him. Ar the Diſſolution of Reli- 


gious Houſes by King Henry the Eighth, he 


Vith the reſt of his Brethren, Eighteen in 
Number, being committed to Cuſtody for
